N e w Y o rk , Oct. 21» .—Sometime b e­ 
tween midnight and three o’clock this 
morning General George B McClellan 
died suddenly in b ed of noiimlagia >f the 
heart, at the family mansion, Orange 
Mountain, New Jersey. 
His death was 
not knowu until discovered b y his wife. 
He retired last night in good spirits and 
apparent good health 
Governor Ab b ott 
has issued a proclamation to the people 
of the State and has sent a request to the 
widow to permit a pub lic funeral. 
The news of General McClellan's death 
creates a great sensation.

As the negro emerged on the 
other side of the stream aud took to the 
woods the hounds would go around the 
stream aud renew the hunt. 
Thus the 
chase» continued for hours, the negro run 
uing fifteen miles, and finally eluding the 
terrib le b rutes, who returned whining 
mournfully. 
It is said to b e the first in­ 
stance on record where a negro was cute 
enough to outwit b loodhounds after they 
hud sighted him.
